R. Mott, of the American commissioners. 
Whether there is one more session of 
the joint commission will depend upon 
the Mexicans.

The American commis- 
sioners continued their reticence today 
regarding their conference with the pres- 
ident but it is known that he agreed with 
them that further negotiations would be 
useless.

Given in Summary 


Russia's last remaining hold in 
the Rumanian province of Dobrudja 
has been so badly shaken by the loss 
of 3Iatchin to Field Marshal von 
Mackensen's forces that It 
seems 
doubtful If she can much longer re- 
tain her grip on any of this trans- 
Danube territory. Despatches from 
entente sohrces indicate an expec- 
tation that she probably iHU be 
forced shortly to abandon it. 


West of the Danube at this point, 
Braila, 
the important 
Rumanian 
grain and oil storage depot, is still 
held by the Russians, but it is con- 
sidered doubtfnl whether It can hold 
out long under as serious threat as 
is supplied by the 
Germano-Bul- 
garlan operations across the river. 
The line of the Screth, to which the 
Russians have rtired further north- 
westward, runs Just north of Braila. 
The expectation is Indicated in the 
dispatch^, however, that the pro- 
longed defense of the city has given 
time for the removal of the valuable 
stores 6f provisions and 
material 
which it contained. 


On the Moldavian frbnUer, where 
heavy p r ^ u r e by the armies of the

Health officers have shut off 
water from the drinking faucets* 
of all public and parochial schools 
of the city. 


All restaurants, hotels, - drug 
stores, confectionary stores »nd,- 
other business houses where city 
water might be dispensed to the 
public were warned once more by 
health officers that all water de- 
livered to the public must be boil- 
ed. 


If this order is not carried out, pros- 
ecutions will follow. Dr. J. H. Gilpin, 
of the health board, gives out. 


Health 
officers are to make 
p e r - 
sonal inspection of restaurants to see 
that 
water 
is treated 
before 
being 
used. Breach of any part of the health ^ 
order will mean at least a damaging ^ 
score when the sanitation record ia 
made out, Gilpin says. 


*"Boil all water used fpr drinking 
purposes," is the order for all citizens, 
which the health board fairly thun- 
dered Thursday. 
Boiling of the water 
is the only way to safeguard the city 
f r o m a n epidemic of typhoid fever, 
health officers give out. 


Boil the water for fully ten min- 
utes, no matter whether you draw the 
fluid f r o m a well or f r o m the city 
mains. 
Many private wells are known i 
to be polluted, health officers say.

The presentation to Fort Wayne of a three-acre tract of land for 
»park-purposes lying at what are now the extreme northeastern limits 
' 
the city is a matter for congratulation, and there will doubtless be 
prompt acknowledgment of the generosity of Nicholas King and other 
t);vners who collaborated in giving it, as well as fj5r the fine public 
spirit of Louis F. CHirdes, whose efforts are said to have directly in- 
spired the action. The value and the utility of the gift will be in- 
ci'easingly apparent as the years go by. The location which now seems 
rather remote will in a short time find the city built up closely about 
it, for Fort Wayne "s expansion knows no single direction, and the gift 
now made might in a few years have been found impossible because 
the land could not have been secured for park purposes save at an ex- 
pense almost prohibitive and certainly unwarranted. 


As a matter of fact, too, a group of small parks is to be much pre- 
ferred to a lesser number of larger ones, for the reason that, scattered 
about the city, their availability is a constant invitation to a larger 
total of the city's population to use them and to find pleasure in 
them. These public beauty spots within a few blocks of your home 
are ii^finitely more of an attraction than would be tlje larger but more 
remote area which requires more effort and longer travel to reach. 
The Sentinel trusts that as Fort "Wayne continues to grow the impulse 
to give these park tracts may continue to move those who are in posi- 
tion to be benefactors of their city in this way. Fort Wayne has the 
Inost admirable beginning of a splendid park system. It must con- 
tinue to expand, and each year will multiply its dividends to an in- 
creasing population in the form of health, relaxation and pleasure that 
coniinunion with nature in the city's breathing spots are certain to 
bring.

Preventable Fires 
Prove Heavy Burden 


Governor-elect Cox, of Ohio, will follow the example of Presi- 
dent Wilson and personally read his message to the legislature at Co- 
lùîûbus. The Ohio executive is going to satisfy himself that, whether 
they follow its recommendations or not, the state solons are not go- 
ing to toss his effusion into the waste basket before they have absorb- 
ed at least a hint of what it contains. It may be a bit tiresome to be 
forced to listen to a long address that is apt to be mostly dry spots, 
but if th« members of the Ohio assembly have been under the impres- 
sion that legislating was mostly diverting relaxation, it is time their 
iSiinds were disabused of such an erroreous notion. 


Sentence to the penal farm for eighty-five days has just been im- 
posed by a Duluth court on a man who cursed a telephone operator 
over the wire, and the public will agree that he got about what 
amounted to just deserts. The telephone girl is merely human. She 
mftkes mistakes, perhaps, and occasionally seems to be loafing on the 
job when as a matter of fact she is the busiest individual in the block. 
Besides, let it be remembered she is forced to encounter much too 
often over the wire the type of man exemplifid in the Duluth instance.

Indiana's fire loss for 1915 was about 
$3,000,000. The national board of fire 
underwriters estimated that about 25 
per cent of this loss waa from 
fires 
that could have been prevented, and 
42 per cent was from «res which could 
have been avoided by adequate provi- 
sions for the inspection of premises. 
This loss falls directly for the most 
part upon insurance companies, but 
indirectly upon the public, for insur- 
ance runs into money and the loss is 
in many cases mucT« greater than the

insurance. 
In any uase, the extent 
to which a fire damages business is 
likely to be largo. 
So that the esti- 
mates made by the underwriters really 
cover only a part of the actual loss 
to the community. 


The remedy is education, and the 
question is whether this ia to be car- 
ried forward by the state, by the in- 
surance companies, or 
by 
the 
two 
working 
together. 
The 
insurance 
companies 
have 
their 
business 
in 
mind, and the state has the welfare of 
the people in mind. 
Both hàve an im- 
portant natural interest in the reduc- 
tion of the fire loss, and it would seem 
only fair that, since their aim is iden- 
tical, they could work together. 
The 
insurance companies now support the 
fire marshal's department. 
Thè arson 
laws were made not to help insurance 
companies, but to prevent crime, and 
the insurance companies made their 
rates on the theory that the 
laws 
would be enforced. 
This makes the 
duty of the state to the insurance com- 
panies and to tlie public, which lives 
in danger of fire, plain. 
It must take 
a 
more aggressive interest in its fire 
problems.

Horrible Experiences 
in Soltau Camp. 


The Hague, Jan. 4.—The first report 
received 
directly from Belgians 
de- 
ported to Germany who have been in- 
valided from the 
camp 
at 
Soltau, 
Prussia, has been given to The Asso- 
ciated Press. 
These persons were re- 
turned from Germany because 
they 
were in almost a dying condition, 
A 
number of them who were interviewed 
while 
separated 
from 
each 
other 
agreed in their stories of conditions 
prevailing in the Soltau camp. 


Seventy of the Belgians were sent 
home in a crowded cattle truck at- 
tached to a freight 
train. 
It 
took 
three days and three nights for the 
journey, 
which 
usually is made 
by 
express trains in six hours. 
They ar- 
rived home in an emaciated condition,' 
coughing, the greater number of t h e m 
bearing evidence of having contracted 
tuberculosis. 


According to the statements made 
by these Belgians, while in the civil 
camp at Soltau 
they 
received 
at 
6 
o'clock in the morning a bowl of som» 
decoction made from acorns. 
At mid- 
day they received half a liter of soup 
containing much water and a few tur- 
nips, carrots and shrimps served with- 
out bread or potatoes. 
At 3 in the 
afternoon there was given to 
them 
250 grams (slightly more than half a 
pound) of black bread, bad and often 
mildewed. 
In the evening, as at mid- 
day. they received half a liter of soup, 
sometimes containing bran or brown 
maize. 
Under this regime the stronger 
men went under and the weak soon 
fell ill so that, the Belgians say,, deaths 
occurred daily. 
Two of the Belgians 
are said to have become insane the 
first 
week. 
The torment of 
hunger 
drove them to such extremes that they 
crept into the kitchen and collected 
peelings of potatoes, turnips and car'^ 
rots.

ly are awaiting developments before 
taking on new commitments. 


New York—Advices from a large 


number 
of firms and corporations 


show that the trade and industry in 
general have continued active and 
practically unchanged 
notwithstand- 


ing developments in the war situation, 
disturbance in money rates and un- 
settled stock markets. 


Philadelphia—There is apparently 


no decrease in the activity of the lead- 
ing industry and complaints concern- 
Ing the difficulties in the production 
and delivery of goods are still heard. 


Cleveland—Entirely inadequate rail- 


road facilities and a shortage of fuel 
have caused some curtailment in oper- 
ations during the past month. 


Richmond—Trade, agricultural and 


other reports indicate a continuance in 
the full tide of prosperity with occa- 
sional conservative notes of warning 
in anticipation of a readjustment to 
more normal conditions. 


Atlanta—Conditions havo not ma- 


terially changed. There is an abund- 
ance of money in this section and a 
feeling of confidence that prosperous 
times are to continue. 


Chicago—All authorities report a 


continuation in the large volume of 
business. There is no marked evidence 
of recession due to piace rumors.

Russia's last remaining hold in 


the Rumanian province of Dobrudja 
has been so badly shaken by the loss 
of Matcliin to Field Marshal von 
Mackenscn's forces that It seems 
doubtful if she can much longer re- 
tain her grip on any of this trans- 
Danube territory. Ditspatches from 
entente sohrces Indicate an expec- 
tation that, she probably will be 
forced shortly to abandon it. 


West of the Danube at this point, 


Brailo, the important Rumanian 
grain nnd oil storage depot, is still 
held by the Russians, hut it is con- 
sidered doubtful whether It can hold 
ont long under as serious threat as 
is supplied by tho Germane-Bul- 
garian operations across tho river. 
The line of the Screth, to which the 
Russians have rtired further north- 
westward, runs just north of Bralla. 
The expectation is indicated in the 
dispatches, however, that the pro- 
longed defense of tho eity has gii-cn 
time for the removal of the valuable 
stores of provisions nnd material 
which it contained. 


On the Moldavian frontier, where 


heavy pressure by ihc armies of tho 
central powers has been exerted, tho 
defense of the Russians and the 
Rumanians seems somewhat firmer. 
Tho latest Pc-trograd official state- 
ment does not concede any further 
withdrawals along this front In the 
face, of the Auslro-Gcrman attacks, 
although further progress at one or 
two points wns claimed by Berlin.

provided for. 


The reductions recommended by the 


governor are 1% on the sinking fund, 
in which there is now a balance of 
$322,000; 1 cent on the general fund 
f%nd % cent on the vocational educa- 
tion fund. 
Other subjects and their 


treatment follow: 


Purdue Endowment Fund. 


The governor quotes former Attor- 


ney General Stotsenburg to the effect 
that $340,000 realized from the sale 
of lands, Is not a liability against the 
state of Indiana, 
but a trust fund, 


which should be invested for the bene- 
fit of the university. 


Sale of State Lands. 


All laws on this subject, he states, 


should be repealed and a uniform pro- 
vision made for the sale of such lands 
by the state auditor, after proper ap- 
praisement. 


Drainage of State Lands. 


.Referring to the Kankakoe river 


lands, Gov. Ralston recommends an 
act giving courts jurisdiction to es- 
tablish drains across state lands, with- 
out expense to the state. 


Banking Department. 


Indiana banks and depositories are 


growing in such number and size that 
this department should be made sep- 
arate from the state auditor and ad- 
ministered on a non-partisan basis, tho 
governor recommends.

The executive suggests that indus- 


tries additional to agriculture should 
be provided for^lnmates of the penal 
farm.

state to protect their clients, Gov. Ral- 
ston declares.

Corporation securities should not be 


sold unless there is sufficient property 
back of them to justify their use, the 
governor asserted.

reserve board at $49,455,000.000 from 
the beginning of the war to the latter 
part of 1916, with the exception of 
Austria-Hungary in whose case the es- 
timate 
extends only to May, 1916. 


Twenty-nine billions is the three en- 
tente nation's share or the total, and 
twenty billions is that of the two cen- 
tral powers/ this estimate, the board 
stated in tabulations made public to- 
day, is approximate and does not cover 
the cost of the war, as large revenues 
of undetermined amounts have been 
raised by internal taxation. 
Follow- 


ing are the estimated national debt in- 
creases ^ 


Great Britain to November 11, 1916 


•—$13,253,358,000; France to August 
31, 1916—$8,038,500,000; Russia, to 
December 31, 1916—$7,973,274,000; a 
total of $29,265,132,000 for the en- 
tente. 


Germany to October 27, 1916—$15,- 


260,000,000; Austria — $3,716,200,000; 
Hungary, $1,214,000,000; a total of 
$20,192,200,000 for the Germanic na- 
tions. 


Great Britain's national debt, the 


board estimated, was approximately 
$15,163,750,000 In, November, having 
risen $3,449,813,150 in March, 1914. 
Loans to allies and dominions included 
in the grand total are estimated ;it 
from three to three and a half bil- 
lions. 


France's total loans to her allies 


during the war are estimated at ap- 
proximately $330,000,000. 


The national debt of Russia has 


risen from 9,888,310,000 rubles, Jan- 
uary 1, 1914, to 25,220,936,000 rubles,

1916.

Preventable Fires 


Prove Heavy Burden 


cmaomaoiqeiQEKroS 


(Indianapolis News.) 


In considering the creation of a 


commission to rtud.y fire conditions in 
Indiana, as suggested in the report of 
Fire Marshal Longler, the legislature 
will do' well to study the fire losu In 
the state which can be classed as eas- 
ily preventable. Many fires are due to 
causes with which the public is not 
familiar and which, therefore, it can 
not be expected' to guard against 
Others are deliberately set, either by 
a person of criminal tendencies, or by 
a pyromaniac. But most of them are 
duo directly to carelessness. 


Indiana's fire loss for 1915 was about 


$3,000,000. The national board of fire 
underwriters estimated that about 25 
per cent of this losg. was from Ores 
that could h~avo been prevented, and 
42 per cent was from Ores which could 
have beon avoided by adequate provi- 
sions for the inspection of premises. 
This loss falls directly for the most 
part- upon insurance companies, but 
indirectly upon the public, for Insur- 
ance rur.a Into money and the loss is 
in many cases mucri greater than the 


Insurance. In any tiase, the extent 
to which a fire damages r-uslness is 
likely to be : largo. So that the esti- 
mates made by the underwriters really 
cover only a part of the actual loss 
to the community. 


The remedy Is education, and the 


Question is whether this Is to be car- 
ried forward by the state, by tho In- 
surance companies, or by the two 
working together. 
The insurance 


companies have their business in 
mind, and-the state has the welfare of 
the people in mind. Both have an 1m- 
. portant natural interest in the reduc- 
tion of the fire loss, and it. would seem 
only fair that, since their aim Is Iden- 
tical, they could work together.. The 
Insurance companies now support the 
fire marshal's department.' The arson 
laws were made not to help insurance 
companies, but to prevent crime, and 
the insurance companies made their 
rates on the theory that the laws 
would, be enforced. This makes the 
duty of the state to the insurance com- 
panies and to the public, which lives 
in danger of flre, plain. It must take 
a more aggressive interest in its fire 
problems.

Budapest Hirlap says: "First of all I 
should like to impress on the Hungarian 
public that the people can return to their 
homes, which have been left practically 
untouched in most cases. I went through 
almost all of the villages along the ter- 
ritory occupied and evacuated by the 
Rumanians and found the stories of ruin 
and devastation are all without founda- 
tion. Here and there one may find where 
a house has been burned down, but in 
general everything is aa the refugees left 
it." 
Empty Houses Are Increasing in Vienna. 


The Vienna Zeit says: "There 
has 


been an extraordinary increase in the 
number of empty houses and places of 
business in Vienna^ 


"The lack of small tenements, once so 


much complained of, no longer exists. 
Whole rows of shops stand empty of 
general dealers, hairdressers, carpenters, 
locksmiths, etc. 


"In many cases shop fittings and house 


furniture are deposited, through the me- 
diation of the communal war aid bureau, 
in the municipal warehouses. Up to Oct.

His subject was "How Laws and 
Policies 
Affect 
Losses." 
Mr. 
Ekern 


spoke of the enormous fire losses in the 
United States and said the present laws 
and insurance practices were in a mea- 
sure responsible in that they did not 
cause the insured to exercise the great- 
est amount of precaution. Thc speaker 
said if the changes he suggested were 
put into effect the premium on small 
fires would be wiped out, total loss pay- 
ments would be reduced and other bene- 
fits result. If the insured was required 
to bear the first part of the losses equal 
to five per cent, of the 
insurance

would do away with perhaps twenty-five 
per cent, of the loss payments.

Reserve Board Makes Pur- 


poses of Amendments 


Asked Clear. 


"Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—The fed- 


eral reserve boards official bulletin 
this month discloses that amendments 
to the bank law governing reserves 
recently transmitted to congress and 
now under consideration by the com- 
mittee are intended to aid in controll- 
ing the great gold flow into the coun- 
try and are connected with the board's 
recent warning against bank invest- 
ments in foreign war obligations is- 
sued November 28. 


"It was suggested," says the bulle- 


tin, "that the inflow of gold into the 
United States need not be considered 
a menace to the we_ll being of the com- 
munity, provided that 
satisfactory 


provision was made for the control of 
its movement and accumulation. The 
question raised is how to obtain and 
exercise sufficient authority in con- 
nection with such control. 


"This as Is now suggested by the 


board can be accomplished by wiping 
out the fictitious reserves carried in the

Deported Belgians Picture 


Horrible Experiences 


in Soltau Camp. 


The Hague. Jan. 4.—The first report 


received directly from Belgians de- 
ported to Germany who have been In- 
valided from the camp at Soltau, 
Prussia, has been given to The Asso- 
ciated Press. These persons were re- 
turned from Germany because they 
were in almost a dying condition- A 
number of them who were interviewed 
while separated from 
each other 


agreed in their stories of conditions 
prevailing In the Soltau camp. 


Seventy of the Belgians were sent 


home in a crowded cattle truck at- 
tached to a freight train. It took 
three days and three nights for th« 
journey, which usually is made by 
express trains in six hours. They ar- 
rived home in an emaciated condition, 
coughing, the greater number at them 
bearing evidence of having contracted 
tuberculosis. 


According to the statements made 


by these Belgians, -while in the civil 
camp at Soltau they received at < 
o'clock in the morning a bowl of som» 
decoction made from acorns. At mid- 
day they received hair a liter of soup 
containing much water and a few tur- 
nips, carrots and s'hrlmps served -with- 
out bread or potatoes. At 3 in the 
afternoon there was given to them 
250 grams (slightly more than half a 
pound) of black bread, bad and often 
mildewed. In the evening, as at mid- 
day, they received half a liter of soup, 
sometimes containing bran or brown 
maize. Under this regime the stronger 
men went under and the weak soon 
fell 111 so that, the Belgians say, death! 
occurred daily. Two of the Belgians 
are said to have become insane the 
first week. 
The torment of hunger 


drove them to such extremes that they 
crept into the kitchen and collected 
peelings of potatoes, turnips and car* 
rots.

entente reply to President Wilson's 
note will be in his hands two days 
before it is made public. 


Col. E. M. House, who had advised 


closely with President Wilson all along 
on the peace movement, conferred at 
length with the president today and 
was about the official circle, confer- 
ring with others in touch with the, 
subject. 
Definite arrangements for 


publication of the entente reply have 
not yet been announced here. 


Good Results Certain. 


President AVilson's attitude was 


-again described today as being sure 
that some beneficial results will come 
of the negotiations and he is holding 
himself ready for the next step. 


If another communication is sent it 


is expected to make more clear the 
position of the president, as It is felt 
that as a, result of comment abroad 
and in the United States and the de- 
bate in the senate more or less confu- 
sion has arisen as to just what he in- 
tended. 


President Wilson's chief hope in the 


success of the negotiations lies in his 
suggestion for means of perpetuating 
peace in the future. The president is 
said to feel it 
would constitute the 


guarantees for the future demanded 
by the entente allies and it might bo 
possible then to return toward a set- 
tlement of the present conflict. While 
the president nex'er has publicly indi- 
cated willingness to act as a medium 
for exchange of terms secretly be- 
tween the belligerents, and it is known 
that he would prefer that it be done 
publicly, American diplomats and oth- 
er sources of confidential information 
have been looking into that point. 


Highly Confidential. 


The negotiations were described to- 


day as being of a highly confidential 
character. President Wilson's friends 
say he 1s unconcerned over efforts to 
connect his note with the Gorman 
peace proposals. Feeling that his sole 
object in sending the note was to learn 
just where each side stands, he Is 
known to believe .thnt in tho end the 
entente allies, as well as the central 
powers, will realize that his move was 
not directed against either.

by tin; democratic members and to se- 
lect ono or two employes in the doc- 
ument and bill room. 


The concessions made V>y th» d«m- 


weg. probably transmitted a report on 
details of German's peace terms to 
make them available to the entente 
allies. 


They also refuse to comment, upon 


the statements attributed to the for- 
mer Hungarian premier. Count .lilus 
Andrassy. that the entente could learn 
German's peace terms through the 
president. 


Neither is there ofCicial comment 


available on the statement that the 
entente reply to President Wilson's 
note will be in his hands two days 
before it is made public. 


Col. E. M. House, who had advised 


closely with President Wilson all along 
on the peace movement, conferred at 
length with the president today and 
was about the official circle, confer- 
ring with others in touch with the 
subject. 
Definite arrangements for 


publication of the entente reply have 
not yet been announced here. 


Good Results Certain. 


President Wilson's attitude was 


again described today as being sure 
that some beneficial results will come 
of the negotiations and he is holding 
himself ready for the next step. 


If another communication is sent it 


is expected to make more clear the 
position of the president, as it is felt 
that as a result of comment abroad 
and in the United States and the de- 
bate in the senate more or less confu- 
sion has arisen as to just what he in 
tended. 


President Wilson's chief hope in the. 


success of the negotiations lies in his 
suggestion for means of perpetuating 
peace in the future. The president is 
said to feel it would 
constitute the 


guarantees for the future demanded 
by the entente allies and it might be 
possible then to return toward a set- 
tlement ot the present conflict. While 
the president never has publicly indi- 
cated willingness to act as a medium 
for exchange of terms secretly be- 
tween the belligerents, and it is known 
that he would prefer that it be done 
publicly. American diplomats and oth- 
er sources of confidential information 
have been looking into that point. 


Highly Confidential. 


The negotiations were described to- 


day as being of a highly confidential 
character. President Wilson's friends
